times. In like maner may wee ſee the Church 
of God militant, and neuer continuing in one 
and the ſame ſtate, but one while mainteined 
and defended of Chriſtian Princes, an other 
whule tyrannized, put to flight,and1entin ſun- 
der with faions of hcretiques : whereby it 
commeth to pale , that ir is never free from 
yexation and trouble in this life, Wherro not- 
withſtanding the Maicſtie of God the King

gulph of rhe ſea, which men call Gibralcar, or 
the ſtraight of Scuille or Hiſpalenſe, Poets 
faine , thac in this Nraight ſomerime ſtood a 
great rocke ofa maruellous hugenes,fRtopping 
the courſe of the ſca for running that way, 
which being taken away by the ſtrength and 
induſtry of Hercules, there was paſſage made 
torhe Occan ſea.

Auguſtus Czfar 
(as Plinie witnefleth) hauing found two ſuch 
Monkeyes orMarmſets amongſt his mothers 
rings made by ſuch wonderful art,and fo like, 
that thd one could by no means be diſcerned Þ 
from the other: with the one wherof,as witha 
ſcale his ates and cditts in time of war were 
ſcaled;reſpe& being had as wel of the time as 
ofthe cauſes, Dion reporteth that Auguſtus 
Cxflar being occupied inv wars of Atty, gaue 
liſence to Agrippa, & Mceenas chiefe rulers 
of y Romaine affaires to ſcale writings before 
they were preſented tothe Senate: & therfore 
they receiued a ſcale of Auguſtus,bearing the 
image of the Monkey or Marmſet, Which 
thiog notwithſtanding was not done without 
derifion,as Plinie recordeth,for the enigmes 
which the Monkey pretended, a ork. of 
by-word riſing thereof, to wir,itis no maruel
